fortunate ones who 
talk tinges their 
lation and their devotion to signs. 
The reform in deaf-mute education is not 
their concern, it is the concern of the 
rising deaf-mute generation. But let 
me appeal to their better feelings. Be¬ 
cause you may not enter into the Prom¬ 
ised Land, do not try to keep others out 
of it. Be noble, be generous, be like 
Christ. Try to secure for the deaf child¬ 
ren growing up around you, the advan¬ 
tages which have been wrongfully with¬ 
held from yourselves! 

To sum up the matter : The feeling of 
the parents of the deaf and dumb on this 
subject, is the true touch stone ; and I 
dare assert there is not a true father or 
mother of a deaf child, who does not 
want it to learn to speak if possible. 
The cause of articulation for deaf children 
is safe with their parents, if we can but 
disseminate a general knowledge of its 
benefits among them. If this can be 
done in time, a State Articulation 
^School for the deaf and dumb in New 
Jersey is inevitable.

at my school, you say : “But whether 
her intellectual powers had received any 
improvement, or been benefitted in any 
manner by her sojourn at Mr. Whip¬ 
ple’s school, we are not told.” 

Will you not agree with me that for 
a deaf-mute to learn to talk and read the 
lips as Miss Lawrence did, would natur¬ 
ally demand about as much mental ap¬ 
plication as a reasonable teacher ought to 
require of a pupil in four months’ 
time. 

In regard to the mutes who enter my 
school without having been previously 
instructed in other school, or by means 
of the “old sign language,” I will say 
that I not only teach them to speak, but 
that, by a system of instruction as nearly 
as possible like that by which the minds 
of hearing children are developed, they 
acquire an education equal, if not supe¬ 
rior, to that which they would have ac¬ 
quired in a sign school, with the addi¬ 
tional advantage which the sign schools 
cannot afford, of being able to speak 
and understand the language of their 
hearing associates.

UNVEILING OF THE MONUMENT AND DED¬ 
ICATORY EXERCISES. 


Toronto Mills, 


The monument erected by the deaf 
and dumb of America to the memory of 
the late Laurent Clerc, was unveiled at 
about three o’clock on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, September 16th. The unveiling 
took place in front of the American A- 
sylum, the monument, surmounted by a

on the right hand side as the visitor en¬ 
ters the grounds, quite opposite the mon¬ 
ument of Gallaudet across the walk lead¬ 
ing to the Asylum. Had the exercises 
taken place at the date first announced 

September 2d—there would have been 
a much larger attendance, and a large 
majority of the visitors would have been 
accommodated at the Asylum. 

Dr. Francis J. Clerc brought to the 
Asylum a large number of documents 
relating to important incidents in his 
father s lit©, which were placed on ex¬ 
hibition in the reading room. 

At the usual morning service at 9 
o clock Rrof. Storrs, of the Asylum, ex¬ 
plained a Psalm, and Rev. Dr. Gallau¬ 
det, of New York offered praver in the 
sign language. Besides the“ pupils, a 
large number of adult mutes was present. 
The widows of Messrs. Gallaudet and 
Clerc, 86 and 83 years old respectivelv, 
sat together near the desk. 

A religious service was held in the 
chapel at half-past 11 o’clock bv Mr. W. 
H. Weeks, a teacher in the institution, 
and other mutes, and was well attended. 

Immediately after the service, a meet¬ 
ing of the board of managers of the Na¬ 
tional Cleic Memorial Union wa 3 held. 
The treasurer s report showed that there 
would be a balance of from $100 to $150 
left after paying for the monument.

| the same were the child a hearing one. 

I he true reason why many of the deaf 
’ and dumb cannot profit by articulation, 
f is not because they are deaf, but that they 
• are of weak mind. Do you consider this 
’ a good reason for not teaching it to those 
1 of fair capacity ? 

As to the objection that it cannot be 

- taught to large classes successfully, I re¬ 
fer you to Professor Bell’s experience 
with the pupils of Hartford Asylum. 
Those who are cognizant of the facts in 
this case will not require me to say an¬ 
other word. Those who are not, had 
better find out about it before making 

, an y more objections to articulation on 
that score, an<j thus trying to prevent a 
State school on this basis from being es¬ 
tablished in New Jersey. Would it not 
be best for you, sir, and all other oppo¬ 
nents, to find out personally what are 
really the facts in the case ? Go to the 

yourselves the truth of this matter,' and 
do not write articles on mere hearsay. 
It is not fair to do so ; but it is what 
nearly everybody opposed to articulation 
is now doing, with the exception of 
those who are so blind that they will not 
see. 

As to Miss Lawrence’s progress, we 
who are advocating articulation were 
not surprised at the verification of our 
theory, that an intelligent congenital 
deaf-mute, under proper instruction, will 
learn soon and well how to talk and un¬ 
derstand the talk of others, even under 
the disadvantages of being grown up , 
and ot having been educated in and ha¬ 
bituated to other modes of expression. . 
| But so little is known about articulation i 
for the deaf by the general public, that < 
the surprise o those who were ignorant

That grown up mutes, who owe their c 
education to signs, should regard that i 
system with affectionate veneration, and i 
be unwilling to see it put in the back s 
ground, I can well understand.
